_ Report of School Board. 


The past year we have been able to have our schools open 
for thirty weeks, and the school work has been marked by 
earnest and conscientious endeavor on the part of both teach- 
ers and pupils. 

The consolidation of the schools at the Seminary building 
is, in the opinion of the committee, a distinct educational 
advance, and adds greatly to our facilities in the line of school 
work. We have divided the building into three school rooms, 
and the scholars into eight grades; that allows the teacher 
time to give proper attention to each individual student, and 
it is the universal testimony on the part of the teachers that 
the progress of the pupils the last term has been more rapid 
than ever before. 

As the schools at the Narrows are overcrowded, and the 
teachers have more work than they can properly attend to, we 
recommend that some means should be taken to add another 
room there. ‘That would give the students at that end of the 
town the same facilities as they have at the east end of the 
town. 

Since the passage of the law permitting towns to unite into 
supervisory districts for the purpose of employing expert 
superintendents, there has been a constant increase in the 
number of towns that have taken advantage of that permission, 
and almost without exception the results have been most 
satisfactory. We recommend that the district at its next an- 
nual meeting pass a vote authorizing the committee to unite 
with other districts for the purpose of employing a superin- 
tendent of schools. 

In closing, we wish to express to the teachers our deep 
appreciation of their faithful work during the year, and to 
urge upon the inhabitants a deeper and keener interest in our 
educational work. .
